Educational opportunities in Horace Mann’s day were 
carce. He did not attend school more than ten weeks in 
year until he was 15 years of age. A teacher who rec- 
gnized Mann’s talents urged him to prepare for college 
nd by intensive study he was able to pass the examina- 


tions for Brown University from which he was graduated 
in 1819 as the top student in his class. 


Later he studied law, was admitted to the Massachu- 


setts Bar, and won election to the House of Representa-

When the first Board of Education was estab- 
ished by law in 1837, Horace Mann was invited to be-

so cherished.

During his eleven years as secretary to the Board of 
‘ducation, Mann traveled extensively giving lectures, 
ind produced many written articles on the problem. His 


reports to the Board became valuable documents and had 


c 


a great influence throughout the nation. When Mann re- 


signed in 1848 to go to Washington as a Congressman he 
had seenthe establishment of three state normal schools, 


ereatly improved school buildings, better teachers and 


teaching systems, less drastic discipline, more school li- 


braries, improved attendance, better salaries for teachers, 


larger school appropriations and new courses of study. 
And the public had been aroused to demand greater edu- 
cational progress. 

Many posthumous honors have been bestowed on Horace 
Mann, the father of public school education. But were he 
alive to-day he would no doubt be most satisfied by the 
continued demand for greater educational standards such 
as has been displayed in Andover and most other commu- 
nities in the state and nation. This town’s school build- 
ing program is in itself a tribute to the great humanita- 


rian.
